NOTIFICATION 

SRO. No. 1/2/62/Fjle No. l/2A^ehicle Entry Tax/2001.-— 
WHEREAS a notice of certain draft notification for impo.sing 
a Vehicle Entry Tax on entry of Vehicles within the limits of 
Pune Cantonment was published on 2nd and 3rd April 2001 
by affixing a copy thereof in a conspicuous part of the 
Cantonment Board, Pune and published in daily local news 
papers as required under Section 61 read with Section 255 of 
the Cantonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
till the expiry of a period of 30 days from the date ol 
publication of the said notice. 

AND WHEREAS, all the objections and suggestions 
received from public on the said draft duly considered by the 
Cantonment Board, 

NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 60 of the said Act, hereby impose a tax, to be 
known as a Vehicle Entry Tax on commercial loaded vehicles 
entering and passing through the limits of Pune Cantonment, 
payable by the owner of the vehicle for the person in charge 
of the vehicle at the rates specified in the Schedule annexed 


thereto: 

SCHEDULH 

1, Motor Bus carrying pas.sengers on hire Rs. 20/- 

2, Truck for carrying goods Rs. 20/- 

3. Advertisement Car Rs. 15/- 

4. Tractor with trailer for carrying goods Rs. 10/- 


5. Three wheeler AutonckshawTempo for carrying Rs. 15/- 

PROVIDED THAT THE VEHICLE ENTRY TAX SHALL 
NOT BE LEVIED ON TFIE FOLLOWING VEHICLES. 

1. Vehicle belonging to Central/State Government. 

2. Vehicles belonging to Pune Cantonment Board or Pune 
Municipal Corporation or Pimpri Chinchwar Municipal 
Corporation. 

3. Vehicles for carrying solely for funeral parties. 

4. Ambulance for carrying patients. 

5. State Transport Buses of Maharashtra Government. 

6. Vehicle deployed in election. 

7. Tractors of agriculturists used solely for agricultural 
purposes. 

8. Bus carrying school students. 

Provided further that any vehicle entering the limits of the 
said Cantonment more than two times within a single day 
shall be charged at half the above normal rates of tax for each 
entry after the second entry. 

This notification shall come into force from and on the 
date of its publication in the official gazette.

BY-LAWS 

SRO. No. 1/2/62/File No. 1/2/Vehicle Entry Tax/200L— 
WHEREAS draft of the byelaws for regulating the collection 
and recovery of noti-refundable Vehicle Entry 'Tax in Pune 
Cantonment Board was put on the notice Board of the 
Cantonment Board No. 1/2 Vehicle Entry Tax dated 30 March 
2001 as required by Section 284 of Cantonment Act 1924 
(hereinafter referred as the said Act) for inviting objections 
or suggestions within 30 days. 

And whereas the Public notice was put Up on Cantonment 
notice Board on 30 March, 2001 and was published in the 
local news papers on 03-04-2001, m English, 02-04-2001 in 
Hindi and 02-04-2001 m Maralhi. 

And whereas if any, objections or suggestions thereon 
received from the public on the said dralt, considered by the 
Pune Cantonment Boaid. 

And whereas the proposal of said draft byelaws sent to the 
Central Government for approval/approved and confirmed, 
as required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (3) of Section 282 and Section 283 of the said 
Act the Pune Cantonment Board hereby propose to make the 
following byelaws, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) these byelaws may 
be called the Pune Cantonment Board (Non-refundable 
Vehicle Entry Tax) byelaws 2001. (2) They shall come into 
force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Definition—In these byelaws, unle.ss there is any thing 
repugnant in the subject oi context. 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Canlonment Act 1924 (2 of 1924). 

(b) ‘Board’ means the Cantonment Board, Pune 

(c) ‘Central Collection Post’ means a post situated either 
at the Board Office or at any other place that may be fixed as 
the Central Collection Post by the Board from tune to time. 

(d) ‘Executive Officer’ means the Cantonment Executive 
Officer within the meaning of section 12 of the Act and posted 
to Pune Cantonment and shall include any officer of the 
Cantonment Board Pune empowered by the Board to exercise 
all or any of the powers or duties ol the Cantonment Executive 
Officer in the absence of the Executive Officer from the 
Cantonment as the Central Government may by notification 
in the official gazette specily m this behalf. 

(e) ‘Form’ means any of the forms appended to these 
byelaws and includes any other lorms that may be prescribed 
by the Board from time to time for the purpose of regulating, 
collection and recovery of non-refundable Vehicle Entry Tax 
on vehicle entering into the Pune Cantonment Board limits. 

(f) ‘Goods’ means every kind of movable property other 
than actionable claims and money including stores, slocks 
shares and investments of like kind. 

(g) Vi^hicle arrived tor entry inside Cantonment limit of 
Pune Cantonment limits and are actually transported in the 
manner and in accordance with the conditions, if any, specified 
by the Board from time to time for the transport of such longer 
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period as may be permitted by the Executive Officer or any 
othei officer who may be authorised by him m this behalf 

(h) ‘Government’ means the Central Government 

(i) ‘Entry’ means conveying the vehicle tnto or bringing 
the vehicle within the Pune Cantonment limits from or beyond 
the Cantonment limits 

f)) ’Transporter’ means the person who actually conveys 
vehicle into or receives vehicle from or beyond the Pune 
Cantonment limits and shall also include owner or any person 
on whose behalf tlie said vehicle is conveyed or received 

(l) ‘Pune Cantonment Limit’ means the limits of Pune 
Cantonment Board shall include any other area that may be 
included m the Pune Cantonment Limit from time to lime 

(m) Collection Post’ means any place fixed by the Board 
at v.liich the collection and recovery of Vehicle Entry Tax is 
made or checking is carried out whether Vehicle tntiy Tax is 
paid on the vehicle oi not 

tn) ‘Olficcr’ means Clerk and includes any other official 
of the Boaid authoiiscd by the Executive Officer to be on 
duty at Collection Post for the purpose ol collection and 
recovery of Vehicle Entry Tax 

(o) ‘Standing Orders’ means the orders relating to the 
collection of Vehicle Entry Tax framed by the Board 

(p) Words and expression used but not defined herein shall 
have same meanings as are respectively assigned to them in 
the Act or Rules made thereunder 

3 C’ollection of Vehicle Entry lax how to be effected— 
Vehicle Entry lax may be collected under orders ol Executive 
()l fleer by the olficci and servants of the Board appointed m 
ihis hehall by him liom time to time 

4 Penalty—Any person committing a breach ol any ol 
then h\c laws shall be liable lor conviction and without 
pic'judicc to ihc provisions contained sub section fl) of 
Seclion 82 ol Ihc Act be punishable with fine which may
